At 3 o'clock, yesterday afternoon, the 
pioneer of the CP. K. Empresses— the Ein 
press of India — completed an unusually tein- 
pcstiioua twelve-duy trip, and lot go her 
anchors off the Outer wharf, where the ten- 
der Maude received tlio Victoria mails (two 
bags) and passengers, and transferred them 
to tho Outer wharf four hours later. The 
work was performed with difiiculty, the 
wind blowing in fierce squalls, whicli threw 
a disagreeable sleet into the face like little 
arrows, and the sea running so high tliat it 
was hard for the smaller steamer to run 
alongside the liner and hold on until the 
Chinamen, with their bagaage, could be got 
aboard. All hands on the tender look for- 
ward to the day wlien the big ahlpa will 
come in to the dock. 

Apart from the usual shipboard doings 
and a presentation to the captain by the 
passengers, tho India's trip was not event- 
ful. ,Slie had plenty of bad weather, but 
reported no wrecks— in faut tho first, sho 
saw was the San Pedro lying on Brotchie 
ledge. Hongkong was left Dccenibir 
8tli, and tho Kmpre.ss of Japan was 
passed the following day, bfiUn l from Woo- 
sung to Hongkong. Yoitohama was 
reached on December loth, and tho stt ainer 
sailed thence two days later. Tlie saloon 
passengers to A'lctoria were 17 in luiiiibei ; 
there were six in the second caliin, II in the 
Asiatic second cabin; Gl Chinese fur Vic- 
toria, and ;).'i Chinese for Vancouver. - The 
cargo consi-ited of 1.4.50 tons of miscellane- 
ous freight. Among the first cliiss passengers 
were Messrs. Angliii, .M. Uigally, il."M. 
Jlrown, Merrimnn, Mikawa, R.ynioiul, 
Sully, Wills, Waleott and AVooycs, Mr. 
and Mrs. Slavins, Mr. and Mrs. Goodi ioh, 
Rev. McCarthy, Miss Terry, Oil. Crawford, 
Prof, and Mrs, Hitch^iok anil Miss ITugli. 3, 
Col. Knoxiund Mr8."Knci,\-, and Col. Oa°a:d 
Tho Victoria Chinese piisscngcis wtie 
housed' for tho. night in tho outer wliarl 
ahcd, where everything possible was done 10 
make ihem'oonifortable. Three fciiiak! pas- 
sengers wore given a separate ronm, and the 
work of examining and passing the C. leath.ls 
will be commenced by the cuatoina people 
at 9 o'clock this mornint;. The three youny 
women yive the nuiiies of N^jnn Kin, Sing 
Yeo and Sing Choy. nnd say that thi-y are 
aclrcBBes ; tliere is a stiong su^picion that 
they are intended for immnml purposes, 
however, and their case will he closely 
looked into before they are allowed to land. 
The girls are rather pi eposatssiiig in appear- 
auee and about 18 or U) years old. 

The Empr.-'ss of India brings advices as 
late us the 17ib inst., from which tho fol- 
lowing cunilensation is made : 
_ The Diet is now bard at work, but is de- 
cidedly hostile to the government, having 
thrown out several of their bills, whilst 



other resolutions have been c.irried in op- 
position to tho ministers' wishes. The Diet 
have also voted to reduce tho budget by 
60ine eight ndlliou yen, a fact which wiil 
proliubly bring about a collision. An at- 
tempt is also to be nuido to bring the CjUes- 
tion of treaty revision be'oro tho Dii t, but 
It is doubtful if it will lie succeatful. The 
text of the new naturalization law has been 
the puldislied. 

The tenders for the construction of the 
pier in connaction with the Vokoliamn 
Harbor Works havo all been 1 ejected as 
Liing t o high. 

The distress in the earthquike districta 
is still very great, and has been u"dded tn by 
partial iiiun faiioiis caused by lieivy miiis 
on the 8tli.

There has been a li-iti r f. eling in iinpnrts, 
and prices have improved. A largo busi- 
ness has been done in sdlt, but the iiiarkel 
is now quieter. In tea there is very little 
doing. 

A telegram from Fnkui says tho people 
aro very much iigiuited, the Prefeoturul 
Assembly h iving voted for an increase of 
tho local ta.xes in spitoof'tho fuoc that tho 
people are in dintiossod circumstances in 
con equenco of the earlhquake. 

A tolegiain from ti e Japanese Minister 
in Peking, dated the 1st inst., reports that 
riots have oocurred^at Yeh-ho since tho 17th 
ulc, and that slaughter and pillano are 
rumpimt. It la reported that diaband-id 
soldiers have: j lined tho rioters, and that 
their nuniber ia being gradually added to. 

There having been an opinion ourrent in 
olHoial circles that at the pre.-iont day, when 
all religions are toleratej 111 the country, it 
was improper to witlilndd fioni tho misnon- 
aries liberty of travel in the interior, or, in 
other woids, tiuit it was improper that full 
'iberty to propagate their rebgiim 
iliould not be given them, and as even 
China, which is verys'rictas regards rdig- 
ious inatteiv, bad given this p ;i ini8sinn, it 
Was di c ded that such permijs'fon bo giv. n 
to tlie lnl^si.lllnri-s in tho interior without 
the neees-ity of their alleging that it is f. r 
the hem fit of their hvalth or for scientific 
reseiircb, provided they h ive a cert fijiito 
from their r e.ip-ietivo Ministeis to show that 
they aie missionaries. 

It was propii-ed, in the original scheme of 
the Vok'ihiiiiui, Dock Company, to construct 
a large dock wherein til 1 building as well as 
the repair of ships could bo carried on at 
the siine lime. But it has since buen de- 
cided, in deferrnce to I ho' views of an engi- 
neer, to build four docka, where work can 
be curriefl on siiiiiilt iiifinualy. As the neo^'fi- 
sary material is now being collected, it is 
believed tho woik of construction will be 
commenced at the beginning of ne.Kt year. 

An unpleasant riot occurred in Snanghai 
on the evening of the -Ith Inbtant, caused by 
French sailors.

It will bo rememborod that, during tlio 
course of the trial of tliit iiiuo days' won- 
tier, some inonllu iigo, — tho Frioil abduc- 
tion case, ft charge was thrown out against 
Mr. A. L. Belyou, tho police magistrate, to 
the effect that he had been guilty of iiiul- 
veraion of office in deinanding from August 
May, tho father of tho girl conceruetl in the 
case, i\ professional foe of §'20, for scrvioes, 
•which, in his position ns police magistrate, 
ho should liave rciidLTcd for nothing. 

A Royal Commission was issued to the 
Attorney-Genera! to enquire into tho cir- 
cumstances of the charge, some two months 
ago, but it was not until last weelt that 
ilr. Belyea received any notification what- 
ever that a comniiasion had been appointed. 
Hon. Mr. Justice Creuse was appointed 
com nissioner, and tlio enquiry started at 
tho Supreme Court, yesterday. , Mc- Tay- 
lor, of Kborts & Taylor, appeared on behalf 
of Mr. Belyea, wlio was, of course, present 
in pVrso". 

The affidavit of Auzust May, upon whioli 
the charge was bused, was produced in 
court. It was as follows : 

' I. Auptust May, of So.itLlo, carpenter, do sil- 
ouinly and sincerely diiclaro and say as lol- 
lows:— 

1. That I am tlio father oil Hattio May, who 
Is now rtKod Ufteon andono-halfyeais.and who, 
up to iliu time of bor loavintt ScaCtIo, oa pre- 
flontly mentloned.Uvod-^atf oatllo vvlUi her 
mother (my wifoi and myBoIf.'toi{ether with our 
two other childroD. 

'J. That Inst Monday week my said daughter 
TTuttio left her homo afort-said at Sea tie and 
havhiK asceitaiued that she had gone to Vic- 
toria, and was b'-niR Imrbored at the house of 
Olio Fried, of Victoria, a barber, I canio to 
Victoria for tho piirpof o of rucoverincr my child, 
and arrived horn on tho moriiluii of Friday, the 
fourtli (lay of Sep embur, in.-ttjint. 

H. 'I'liat soon after my anival at Victoria I 
went to tho otllco of thu City l^oiico, and about 
nine a-m. on tho said t'ourlh day of Jjepton.bur 
I laid tho narl.iculars of my o.ise before Sunor

He 
Haid it would be nil light If I would bring him 
thii tw- nty dollars before G o'clock, nn 1 ho 
would then sue if ho cou d got the girl to ko 
with me, bat when I iiskeil for a guarantee lie 
yaid h4 could not give it.

As soon us the above ulBdavit was put in, 
May gave liis evidence in support of it, 
answering the Attorncy-Genoral's questions 
) ,,.:and swearing that every statemeni/ made in 
''the document was cornet. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Taylor, witness 
made a statement wliicli it was dillicult 
to underslanil, swerving fi'om questions put 
to hirn and bi ciilung oil' into a long state- 
ment about entirely foreign subjects in sucli 
■u way as to several times cause tlie ollicial 
stcnojjraplier to protest that ho was 
:: scarcely able to tal<e his evidence. 

After lunch the cross-eKamiuation' was re- 
sumed liy Mr. Taylor. 

Augusts May — -Mr. Bolyen, asked me for 
$20. It was not liis partner. Ho told me 
that my daughter needn't go with nie un- 
less slui liked. I won't swear that he ttdd 
me tliat. \\ on't swear whut he told mo.

Police, deposed — I g.ivo evidenco at the 
police cour t at the time of tlie investigation 
into tho Fried abduction case l)y Mr. Belyea. 
A warrant was put into my linnds for tho 
ari-estof »Mr. and Mia. Frieil. Tho warrant 
was signed by .Mr. Shotholt. I arrested 
Mr. Fried on the O h of September late in 
the attornoou. Mrs. Fried was arrested by 
Officer McNeil. Hattie May was dis 
covered in a house opposite Fried's, and re- 
stored to her mother. 

Cross-examined— Don't know reivUy'of my 
own knowledge where the girl' was found. - 
I speak from hearsay. .'Won'ti"' swear that 
she didn't join her. nipt)ier,.Bnd\ Mrs.. Fried 
as tho latter WttS'beiDg.Ukeu to jaiL Don't 
Ituow how she was found or -where. 

Mr. Bolyea said he would like' to make a 
short statement about the afHdavit th'at Mr.. 
Uavio contended was the one read over to 
him. Tho copy rend to him was not tho 
one handed into court. It was one in Mr. 
Davie's own handwriting, that ho didn't 
even liavo in his bunds or sre closely. 

Mr. Davie explained tliiut lie hail lieard 
wliut May liad to say, reduced it to writing, 
sent for Mr. liulyoa, and read it over lohiiii. 
Then he had had type-written copies made. 

The Court — I would like to see tlio ori- 
ginal document. 'J'lie one read over to Mr. 
lielyca by you. 

Mr. D.ivio asked for an adjournment for 
half un hour, to enable liim to obtain it. 

Tho proceedings were adjourned for tliat 
time, and on re.-uming, Mr. Davie said that 
he regretted that he wiis imablu to proilunc 
llio document. It bad been mislaid. 

Tho Court — Can you produce the person 
who copied thu allidavit on the typewriter? 
Is he capable of taking his oath about the 
correctness of the copy? 

Mr. Davie — Yes, certainly; but tho young 
man wlio copied tho declaration is not now 
in tho province. Really it does not matter, 
in view of otli<-r evidence that I have to pTe- 
sent to your Honor. On the 7th of Septem- 
ber u copy of this declaration was sent to 
Mr. Belyea, and next 'day he acknowledged 
the receipt of.it, but ' Said that, the case 
still being sub judke, ho preferred not mak- 
ing any reply to the '-'statements contained 
in it until the matter was offioldlly^- oat of 
his hands. Then, on the Olh of September, 
lie made a full reply. . ' ' . 

The follow iug reply, in the form of an 
allidavit, was then read : 

I. Arthur Lonis Polyoa.of tho City of Vic- 
toria, in tbo l-'rovinco of Uritish Columbia, bar- 
rister-iit-hiw and police nnigistrato of the said 
citi , do soleumly aud sincerely declare as fol- 
lows : 

I. That on Friday morning last, Chief of 
['olt".o Shuppard told mo a man from S-jattle 
wished to SCO. mo Ongoing inlo'm, otllco at 
thu City Hall, 1 found there a mm who gave 
his name as August i\lay, of Seattle. The 
eldoC of police cainu in imiiiediattdr after- 
wards, also Sergeant of Polioi Walker. 

2 That the said .August .May stated that ho 
hadconii! ovur to Victoria lor his daughter, 
a-Kl rel-'ted thu followinj! circum-^tances :

with chalk dust and other substances.

It is mt said 
ofiicially that iho enquiry was unfairly con 
ducted, or that any attempt was nude t( 
screen the guilty parties. There can be no 
doubt thikt tho.Chilian tiaverninenl; will try 
;the uicii 'accused of killing the sailors, and 
■of committing other acts of violence, accord- 
ing to tho law of their country, and punith 
•them if they aro found guiltj'. It is als 
certain that Chili will projiiptly piy a 
reasonable indemnity to Arneiican citizens 
who have snfTcrcd throngh ,the lawless acts 

• of the 'Valparaiso mob. This is all that 
Americans want, all, indeed, that they can 
reasonably ask. There will, therefore, be 
no pretext for threatening to go to war will: 
Chili. 1'he Chilians, on their part, have 
complaints to make against Mr. Egan, the 
'American minister.. It ia more than prab- 
-able that the United' States Government 
will enquire into tho cause of those com- 
plaints, und, if it is found that he has acted 
in a way unbeconiinr; tho represent ativo of 
a neutral n.ition, lio will bo recalled. It is

THE DOMJNIOaV aOVERmtENT. 

The ro-brgaiiizition of the Dominion 

Government proceoils slowly, but we do not 
see that that ia a matter with which the 
people generally should find fault. The 
personnel of tho Government may bo of 
supremo importunes to a few ambitious 
politicians, but as long as the . affairs of the 
oauntry are juclic'iously and fairly adminia 
terod, it ia a matter of little conscquenca to 
the electors gdnerally who ace the Ileada of 
the Djpartmonis. Tlioie can bo no doub', 
that Mr. Alilioit'a Oovenunent is doing ita 
work well. One of tho signs ot the ellec- 
tivonosa of their, admiulstration is that the 
Opposition cannot see anything in it to find 
fault with. The eritici^iins of its oigins are 
few anil weak. There is more than enough in 
them of what it plea-ca ihein to call poli- 
ticj, but with regird to tho actual working 
of tho government they are alnio!it silent. 
This ia one of tho Irest indications of the 
eflioienoy ofc the men in power. If they did 
wrong, if they made mist >kos, if any pro- 
vince was unjustly treated or neglected, the 
O^iposition noHspapera would soon oxpoio 
tho mal-administration. E.cry grievanuo, 
real or imaginary, would be fully ventiltted 
and uoinplaiuta would bo made by some iif 
the Oppo-itloii n6'wapup>'rs a d repeated in 
all the olheis. Hut as far as tho Dimiinion 
government ii concerned peace reigns from 
one end of the iJoniinion to ilic otlier. 'I'liero 
is hardly a breath of agitation, anil wli>!n i.n 
Upposition organ, which ib pirticulaily zeal- 
ous, wauls to let tho world know that 
it is still alive, it tries to revive some drad 
issue or to diab up some obestuuts that have 
becnmo Unpleasantly. stale, boih in quality 
and appear nice.' 

As long aa tho Government can conduct 
the affaiis of tho country in such a way us 
even its enendes cannot reasonably find 
fault with' its management, it cin afTord to 
look upon the discontent and the im- 
pationco of aspininta to ofBco us tiifles 
that should give itj lea ler no serious con- 
cern. The internal dilfioulties of tliepiriy 
will adju'>t thomseivbS in time. 1'he mxiu 
thing is to "give the people a goverimient 
which is both vigorous and ho'iic-t, a gov- 
ernment which i-i just to all purls of the 
Dimiiiion und which negUcis no pu t. Such 
a government will bo gain tho conlidenco of 
tho people und bfciinio so strong th.it il 
need not attach too nmch importance to in- 
dividual ditconlent.

Tlio author 
of tbu libel, who wa-i the guilty pirty, if 
there was any guilt in tho matter, wua 
allowed to go unpunished, while tho pub- 
lishers of the St try, who did not, und under 
tho circuiiiatancea could not, know that it 
contained anything libellous, were mulct 
in heavy dantages.

TWO ESOLI.sU DEGISIOXS. 

Two decisions weie lately given by 

English juilgts, which will attract attentiou- 
in all parts of the Empire. One of these 
judgments allows that tho u-terances of 
iiibeia of municipal bodies, when tlioy 
affect injuriously iho eharaoter and the 
business of private citizens,- are nob privi- 
leged. A Mr. \V. C. Parkinson, a member 
of the London County Council, character- 
ized a perfornianco ut ihe Ai|uarium us in- 
leoent. TheAquaiium Society sued Mr. 
Parkinson for dan. ages and u vird.ct was 
renderid in hia fuvor for £250. The Coun- 
cillor sppeali d, and Mr Justice Huuktus 
holding that Councillors have not immunity 
for words spoken by them, refl<cting uu 
others, their duties being nilministi ative 
and not judicial, gave judgment for the 
umouiit of tho verdict. This is part of 
vhat the juiige said : 

"The juaiiota weie not to eit simply as a 
juilii;ial iiody lo lulininiater the Imv, but 
they weio to exeicise th< ir discietion, 
h iving ri g II d to the litni sa of things. To 
him it rcuim d clear tliai in giuntiog or re- 
fusing tho Li ionae the County Council ueiu 
feitt-reil by no le^ul restrain s ; there wuh 
no limit put upon their discietiun. It wua 
not a judicial enquhy. lo wua a discretion- 
diiiy they had lo perfoni:, it Was not a 
judicial duty."

.\liijor A. B. Eliia wrote u work, presmn- 
ably of ticiion, to which he guvo tho title 
West Afiican Stories, which Chapmm & 
ll.al pul lisbi d in good faith without bavin- 
ihu remotest idea lh.it the book cont.iined 
nil ctioiisrm ilio character of any oiiu living 
West Afric.i or anyuln-ro else. Ooo of 
iheatoiioa win ubout "Jauios roicock.' 
.\Ir. Janiea I'liinojk, who ia a West Afrlc.m 
trti^er,V believed thut the story wua written 
to injure him, and he conscipiei.tly pioso- 
outed Chapman & II..11 for liu, 1. I'inm ck'a 
counsel contended tlut Muj ir lOllis mutt 
havo had his client in his mind when he 
wio'e tho story. There wei o coini:idoiiuea 
between the character of the hero and thut 
of Pinnouk Uwt could not be the result of 
accident. The story was. a mixture of fuot 
und litftion, and it-was iiot likely that the 
reader would ho alile to distinguish tl.o one 
from tho other. SirChnvlea riiiHsoleaid that 
plainlifl' had no oiition but to clear liimKolf 
ol t!io foul chargea intonvoveii with tho true 
iii':idi iiiH, and that he had not br- ught tho 
action meroly to make money out of tho do- 
fuudanta.

WHS one of pure futioii, and that it could he 
proved thai Kllia h;id nevur he ird of Pin- 
nook whi ii ho wrote tho book.

SPOTTERS ON STREET CARS. 

Soon Spotted by tho Cnnductora, They 
Are Glvon tho Sixth Degroo. 

Every - street-car .lino- in New York 
employs' from forty' to sixty "spotter.s," 
wlio nro paid twenty cents a round trip, 

and -ss lioso business it i.s to see that all 
fares received are rung- up on the car 
Indicator. 

'■It'.s the easiest thing- in the world," 
.said a Broadway car conductor to a 
World, man, "for us to spot them. In 
the first place they have to keep track 
of every person who g-ets on the car and 
they 'Can bo seen taking notes. Tlie 
usual method is for the spotter to carry 
a pocketful of beans. As a passenger 
gets on the car he tninsfers a bean from 
a lull pocket to an empty one, and 
when he leaves tho car, as ho usually 
does when it nearly reaches the ter- 
minus, he looks at the indicator, and at 
his leisure counts the beans and sees if 
the number tallies with that shown on 
the register. 

"Usually the spotter gets on the car 
about five blocks from tho starting 
place. One of them once told a friend 
of mine that he had two pockets in one, 
so he didn't have to take his hand out 
at all. The spotter's word is alwa3-s 
taken, and it is seldom that a conductor 
gets anytliing but his dismissal notice. 

"There is no appeal from his report 
Seven trips a day is the average made 
by these men, and if they do not report 
a man or two a week the officials think 
they are not attending to business. 
There is one consolation to honest con- 
ductors, liowcver, and that is that the 
spotters have men to watch them, and 
no one spotter is known to another. 
Their statements are all mailed to the 
ear superintendent at his residence, and 
they get their pay each month by mail. 
It sometimes happens that two will 
board the same car unkno\vn to each 
other, and perhaps give in diflerent re- 
ports. Whenevei; lamsure .of , a spotr 
ter 1 give hini thO sixth 'degree 'as he 
gets oS the car. 

' VI oak't tell you how it is done, but it 
works to a charm, and before night 
four or five other conductors know him, 
and the next day he is known to as 
many more, so that in a few weeks 
most of us 'get on,' as tho boys say. It 
never fails, and the spotter bccQmes a 
walking sign to the men on the road, 
whose eyes are as keen as can ho."

By] fire which ,d(si8'trQyedf;;the Tui Yiek 
v/ash bouse, on Pandbru'' street, yesterday 
morning, damage was done,, to the amonut 
of $800 or more, and a Chinaman named 
(Loo All Yick lost his life, — the proprietor 
of the launary, Ah Piini^, being ulao so hiul- 
ly burned and aoulded about the head and 
rfaM^that^i'hifif: death is loolccd for at any 
timei''"" 

The origin o£ the fire is a mystery, but 
the general opinion is tliat it was due to a 
small ironing atove, which stood in th'o 
front room, and which was so close to tlio 
thickly-papered wall, that the chief of the 
fire department has several times liad to 
threaten the inmates of thii house with 
summonses unless the danger was removed. 
Evidence taken at the coroner's inquest on 
tlie body of Lee'Ah'Yipk,' yest^rdajr after- 
noon, sliowed that there \ras,:fire in this 
. stove when Ah Pung and his fiy,e 'Cpmpan 
i>ipii8^twenb to bod; about midnight, and that 
"the stove door was left open,, The build in; : 
was of frame, and as dry as tinder, anc 
burned briskly as soon as the lire Wiia> onoo 
well started. 

Police Otiicer Hendiy was the first to dis 
cover the fire uiid give the aliinii. IIo was 
on his beat at a (juiirter or ten minutes to 
three, wheu he saw lliimcs issuing from tlio 
window on Pandora street, and from above 
the door. Ho nt once run to llio latter, 
kicked at it, and shouted "liio"; but 
gained no answer from the oconpants of thi 
laundry. He tlieu called out the fire do 
partuient, who were at work almost im 
nieniately. the burning building being less 
tlmn a hundred yards from No. 1 station, 
from which the alarm was sounded. 

To show that the men on this occasion 
fought the fire well, it may be noted that 
the wind was blowing a thirty-mile gale 
from the north-euat, and the fire 
roaring like a furnace live minutes 
■ from the time it was discovered. The 
fated building had a frontage of fifteen or 
sixteen feet on Pandora street, and extended 
through to Cormorant, side alloys of two or 
throe feet in width separating it 'from 
Conlin & Rendall's l)lacksmith shop on the 
one side, and the Kureka, carriage shed, 
also an old frame building, on tlio other. 
Though the vrash-house was completely 
gutted, its frame is still standing ; the back 
premises are scarcely burned at all, and the 
Adjoining buildings are not injured. 
Every preparation was made by the pro 
prietors of the stable for a hurried depar 
tare; the carriages were run out in the 
street and the horses -turned loose; but 
fortunately . these precautions, were found 
to have been unneccssjvry. ,, ■ . 

The six occupants of the.^a8^;Iibuse, it 
appears, were not roused notil-thb wliole 
place was wrappe]^ in flames. ' . Then tho 
two whose beds were in- the little attic 
escaped over the roof ; two others Vho 
slept in the drying room were 
thrown out, stupefied with smoke, 
by Ed. North; and tho proprietor reached 
the street so badly burned that he had to 
be at once carried from the scene, and Dr. 
Ernest Hall summoned. The sixth inmate, 
Leo Ah Yick, was aleepiog in a bunk under 
one of the ironing tables in the front room, 
and, the suppositioc is, was suffocated in 
endeavoring to escape. His body, burned 
very badly, was found by one of the fire- 
men walking upon it while nt work; the 
arms had turned to cinder and the entire 
body was deprived of all semblance of 
humanity. \Vhon discovered it was lying 
under one of the windows, and not four feet 
from the front door. 

The jury, of whom Mr. H. E. Levy was 
foreman, found that the deceased was acci- 
dentally burned to death, but made no pre- 
sentment in regard to tlio cause of the fire. 
This may yet be further inquired into, as 
Ah Pang and several other Chinamen have 
stated that it was due to tho act of some 
wliito man. Ah Pang is in no condition to 
explain, and the only evidence touching the 
point, however indirectly, was that given 
by Ah Duck yesterday. He said that Pang 
had a quarrel with a white man during the 
evening, over a wringer, which the white 
man took away. iThere were no blows 
struck, and the last seen of the white man 
was between eight and nine o'clock. No 
one in the house had been drinking or smok- 
ing opium. 

The principal loss in property was cansed 
1)y,thej}uriiing pf ; clothes left to be laun- 
dried, 'twV tlibtels alooe- losing $150 
worth. Ah Faog bonght the estab- 
iiahment some two months ago from Sam 
Yates, who went 'back to Qtina ; he loses 
atpck in'.trade and personal effects. The 
lruilding-;waa owned by Mr. W. Dalby, and 
was one of the oldest on the street. It 
burned very brightly for half an hour or 
more, and persona who saw it from the 
direction of the water front were of the 
water front were of the opinion that a Gov- 
ernment street house was on fire ; in fact 
one man was so convinced that it was ttio 
Prince of Wales .saloon that was burning 
down that he broke in the back door of that 
establishment to warn tlic inmates of tlit-ir 
danger.
